“T WAS A STRANGER” 

In the city police court a few days ago 
a man was sent to jail for a year for steal- 
ing a lamp off a railway switch. It was a 
serious crime, of course. A train might 
have been wrecked and people killed as a 
result. Such things cannot be overlooked 
by the officers of the law, if there is to be 
any law or any security. 

But listen to the explanation this 
stranger gave of the circumstances that 
led to the crime: “I only wanted the lamp 
to start a fire in an empty car. I was cold 
and hungry, and unable to get relief from 
the city’’—because a stranger. 

These words have a familiar ring. They 
recall a stern rebuke that has come down 
the ages; “I was hungry and ye gave me 
no meat. . . a stranger and ye took me 
not in.” A penalty was prescribed for those 
who treat hungry people and strangers in 
that way. ; 

The people of Canada would do well to 
turn back to that forgotten book and read 
the terrible passage from which these 
words come. How are we as a nation, 
wealthier than any nation of the size ever 
was before, squaring up to the obligations 
of humanity as thus set out, in our treat- 
ment of the strangers who have been 
wandering about the country for the last 
three years? “Strangers”, be it noted, who 
are not strangers to Canada at all, but in 
scores of thousands of cases boys who 
were born and brought up in Canadian 
homes. 

Canada should have some better way of 
taking care of these men than leaving 
them to shiver and hunger in empty box 
cars, 


IS A BY-ELECTION NECESSARY? 

The death of Mr. George Webster has 
left a vacancy in the provincial legislature, 
which according to statutory procedure 
should be filled before the next session 
opens some time early in the new year. 
But this procedure has been ignored on at 
least one occasion, and some measuxe of 
latitude is apparently left with the Gov- 
ernment as to the holding of by-elections 
under exceptional circumstances. 

With thousands of families on relief in 
the centres of population, thousands of 
families in need of assistance in the dried 
out areas and the newly formed settle- 
ments in the north, and a deficit of $2,000,- 
000 in the provincial accounts for the year 
ending with March last, the circumstances 
are exceptional enough to raise the quest- 
ion of whether it is in the best interests of 
the province to spend money in holding a 
by-election at this time. The question is the 
more pertinent because a general provin- 
cial election is due next summer if cus- 
tom is to be followed, and must in any 
event be held the following year. 2 

Of course ifthe electors of Calgary 
through any representative channel de- 
mand that the vacancy be filled, this 
should be done. Barring such demand, the 


Government would be justified in the ' 


existing circumstances in leaving the seat 
vacant until the general elections are held. 

Mr. Webster was a Liberal member, and 
the seat “belongs”, in political language, to 
that party. But the Liberals may well be 
content to count one man short of their 
full number in the house for the remainder 
of the term, in order that the $5,000 or so 
that would be spent in holding a by-elect- 
ion might be used to supply the relief that 
is 80 widely and so acutely needed, 


THE DOLLAR COMES 


Liberal newspapers which protested 
against Premier Bennett being allowed 
free use of the national broadcasting sys- 
tem on Monday evening did good public 
service; but they made a political mistake. 

If the Premier would go on the air seven 
nights a week in the same strain he would 
put the Liberals in power at the next elect- 
ion beyond a doubt; but he would drive the 
public to despair in the meantime. Keep- 
ing him off the air would be good for the 
country, but it would not be good for the 
Liberal party, 

The important part of the Premier's 
speech was on the subject of money, and 
he set out the position of the Government 
in three sentences. The primary require- 
ment to increase purchasing power was to

put more dollars in the pockets of the 
people. But that would ‘‘destroy” the 
value of the dollars alread? in existence. 
Wherefore the Government will not put 
more dollars in circulation. 

There you have it in a nut-shell. The 
value of the dollar is to be preserved at all 
costs. Not its legitimate value, but its pre- 
sent “swollen”, exaggerated value, the 
value that has been given to it by arbitrary 
limitagion of the number of dollars that 
are allowed to circulate. It is a monopoly 
dollar, which buys two or three times what 
it should buy; but it is to be kept scarce in 
order that its price may stay up—in other 
words that commodity and property prices 
and wages may stay down. 

If business cannot survive and prosper 
on the present purchasing power “in the 
oe of the people” that is just too bad 

r business, and incidentally for the peo-, 
ple. The artificial value of the dollar is to 
be maintained whatever happens, and the 
number of dollars is to be strictly limited 
in order that scarcity will maintain that 
artificial value.

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The Passing Show

A wider circle than that comprehended by the 
Canadian newspaper fraternity will have received 
with surprise and regret the news of the death of 
Major Lukin Johnson, who disappeared from the 
cross-channel steamer while returning from Ger- 
many to England. Major Johnson had served for 
several years on western Canadian newspapers 
before returning to England as a London corre- 
spondent. His articles and his three books on 
Canadian and English life had given him a wide 
circle of readers. 


I had worked with Major Johnson for several 
years when we were reporters together, working 
sometimes on the same journal and sometimes on 
rival papers. His even, almost phlegmatic tempera- 
ment, was reflected in his writing. That he took 
the short cut out of life that sometimes comes as an 
impulse to men of more brilliant and more erratic 
parts, is utterly unthinkable. Measured in all his 
impulses, most happy in his work and in his domes- 
tic life, untouched by any of the wild desires that 
sometimes unbalance men, withott an enemy in the 
world, his disappearance is both a shock and avy 
mystery. 

Dr. Diesel, inventor of the Diesel engine, dis- 
appeared in similar fashion from the deck of a 
night boat on the cross-channel service in the fall 
of 1914. Foul play was suggested in the disappear- 
ance of Dr. Diesel at the moment when his great 
invention promised to revolutionize marine power 
and to give him a great fortune. Anything that 
may throw light on the tragic end of Major John- 
son will be eagerly sought and scrutinized by his 
many friends.

It isn't often that after paying my good coin to 
go and see a moving picture I feel any kindly im- 
pulse to make mention of it in this column, but the 
charm and brilliance of “The Private Life of King 
Henry VIII" with Charles Laughton as the merry 
monarch ready to sacrifice himself on the marriage 
bed for the sake of England, out-balances my 
pecuniary prejudices. This is the film par excel- 
lence, and Hollywood can sit at the feet of Korda, 
the London producers and the cast of this extra- 
ordinary film and learn. 


I don’t know whether the scholarly Francis 
Hackett who wrote “King Henry the Eighth and 
His Wives’"—mention of which I made in this 
column some months ago—is drawing a princely 
royalty as author of this play. He certainly de- 
serves to. There are few film stories, rehashed 
from novels, in which the scenarists more obviously 
are under debt to the author, than in the case of 
“The Private Life of Henry VIII.” 

Bluff King Hal used to be depicted in history 
as a sort of royal Bluebeard. From his latest and 
most searching historian we now know that he was 
a big-hearted boob, a Falstaff in more than girth. 
His passion was not so much for women as to be 
a dynast. He was moved by gusts of passion and 
tempests of love. He was an ego-maniac, feeding 
on adulation and anxious to convince himself that 
id was in the way of sacrifice for England. 

3s I have done for England,” he says in a 
Spirit of awe as he goes to the nuptial chamber 
where the ungainly Anne of Cleve awaits him. 

Laughton portrays Henry as his latest historian 
depicts him, with ali his conflicting emotions. He 
is not only the bloody autocrat sending deposed 
favorites to the block. He is the pious churchman 
and mentor of good manners. He is awaiting in 
his palace the sound of the gun that tells him Anne 
Boleyn's head had fallen into the basket because 
he wishes the blessing of the Church on his await- 
ing union to Jane Seymour. Like a _ brother 
Rotarian he proclaims the good news to his com- 
panions that “it’s a boy.” He bargains like a fish- 
monger for his release when he finds that Anne 
of Cleves is no beauty, and weeps like a radio 
crooner ci:ying himself to sleep when he learns 
how Katharine Howard has deceived him. 

There were a number of morons present in the 
audience who thought the scene when Henry's rage 
at the revelation of Katharine’s deception dissolves 
itself into piteous weeping, was the cue to laugh. 
But even they were silent in the great moment 
where Henry awaiting the gun that tells him 
Katharine has paid the penalty, at its sound re- 
members his love for her. Through his clenched 
lips the agonized King is heard to whisper the 
accusing words “mea culpa maxima.” 

“The Private Life of Henry VIII” settles for 
this commentator the question whether England 
can produce greater films than Hollywood. 


Another note born of pecuniary anguish. I men- 
tioned the other day how the federal income tax 
collectors work with avidity on poor salaried folk 
while letting the millionaire tax evaders get away 
scathless.

The fact that 
Albert H. Wiggin has admitted that he made mil- 
lions out of his Canadian subsidiaries that year 
and never paid a cent of taxes to Ottawa, would 
salve my conscience and stiffen my spirit. 

I'm going to pay that four dollars in the spirit 
Oxford Groupers pay conscience money—but with 
a difference, I'm going to pay it as a fine and as 
punishment. I've been checking up what I did to 
earn that money. I find I got it for writing edi- 
torials endorsing the Bennett Government. Serve 
me right if they fined me the whole $200

Health and Diet Advice 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


Even today, some parents believe that to cure a 
baby of rickets you must find a young ash tree, 
make a long split in it, and then the next morning 
at sunrise, you must pass the baby between the 
split parts. The tree is tied back together, plastered 
with mud, and the healing of the child from rickets 
is supposed to take place at the 
same time as the healing of the 
tree. If the tree lives, this will 
mean that the child will live. 

To us, this is only a curious 
story, and it is hard to under- 
stand that anyone would prefer 
to believe it. We now know how 
to prevent and cure rickets in 
young children and if our pres- 
ent knowledge about this dis- 
ease were applied to every day, 
rickets would almost complete- 
ly disappear. That many moth- 
ers do not know how to protect 
their babies from rickets ts 
shown by the fact that in cities from fifty to sev- 
enty-five per cent of all bottle-fed babies show 
some signs of rickets during the winter months. 
The time of year during which rickets is most like- 
ly to occur is from November to May, with the 
peak of the cases coming in March. The age at 
which it develops is between the sixth to the 
eighteenth month. 

While rickets is a disease of the whole body, the 
bones are the parts most noticeably affected and it 
is from the softening of the bones that the disease 
takes its name, which coines from an Old English 
word, “wrikken,” which means to bend or twist. 
This probably refers to the bending of the legs as 
bow-legs is one of the most characteristic symp- 
toms of rickets, 

In addition to boy-legs. rickets may cause a de- 
formity of the chest called “pigeon-breast,” and in 
some cases the bones of the spine may fail to grow 
normally, producing spinal curvature, The teeth 
may be badly formed, and the anterior fontanel of 
the skull may be slow in closing so that the baby 
keeps his “soft spot” on the top of the head longer 
than he should. Failure of the bones to harden 
properly is always present in cases of advanced 
rickets. 

Some of the earlier symptoms of rickets which 
appear before the changes in the bones takes place 
are: constipation, restlessness, profuse sweating 
about the head and frequent rolling of the head 
back and forth which wears off the hair over the 
back. The baby with rickets does not stand up nor 
walk as soon as he should and the abdomen be- 
comes large and flabby. Every mother should learn 
these early symptoms of rickets and watch for 
them, especially during the winter. 

The cause of rickets is a lack of vitamin D in the 
body. Vitamin D has been called the “sunshine” 
vitamin and in many ways it is the most remark- 
able vitamin we have. It is the only one which 
man may take artificially for himself and it is the 
only one which we may obtain in two ways. Vita- 
min D may be put into the body through eating 
foods containing it, or your body may make it for 
you when the ultra-violet rays of the sun are al- 
dowed to bathe the bare skin for a sufficient time. 
It is the only vitamin to be built up by exposure 
to sunlight and the sun must be considered an im- 
mense source of vitamin D, especially during the 
summer months. 

The intense, year-around sunlight which floods 
down in the tropics furnishes the unclothed savage 
baby with an abundance of vitamin D and he is, 
therefore, not in the slightest danger of rickets 
The Eskimo baby, shut away from the sun six 
months at a time during the northern winter, could 
not depend upon the sun's rays to protect him from 
rickets, nevertheless, he is safe from the disease, 
because the diet of the Eskimo mother during 
pregnancy and during the nursing period, contains 
plenty of the oily foods so rich in vitamin D. 
Through his food he is supplied with sufficient 
vitamin D to grow strong bones.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Olive O. writes: “I have found that 
milk, butter, cheese, ice cream (all milk products), 
mayonnaise and salad oil causes pimples. Candy, 
which is supposed to be bad for the complexion, 
has no ill effects. A doctor advised that, if one did 
without the above-mentioned milk products, one 
could get the same vitamins in orange juice and 
cod-liver oil, However, codliver oil causes the same 
condition as the milk products, and, if I do without 
the milk products and the codliver oil, the pimples 
disappear, but then I have a dry flakiness in small 
patches on my face. Then butter for a few days 
overcomes that. What would you suggest? I use 
orange juice and an apple for breakfast, a couple 
of cups o* coffee during the day, and then my din- 
ner at night. I am 27 years old.” 

ANSW-<R: You undoubtedly easily assimilate fats 
and oils so, therefore, do not require a large 
amount; perhaps the ordinary amount of butter you 
use with your meal would be sufficient. Try fol- 
lowing the menus which I suggest each Friday in 
this paper. I am sure that such well balanced diets 
will bring about an adjustment of your skin trouble

THE HALIFAX 
FISHERIES AWARD 

On this date, in 1877, an inter- 
national commission sitting at 
Halifax awarded Canada and New- 
foundland the sum of $5,500,000 
as compensation for rights grant- 
ed to United States fishermen 
under the treaty of 1871.

For once Great 
Britain supported Canada in its 
claim to exclusive right in the in- 
shore fisheries. The United States 
offered $1,000,000 as payment for 
participation in our fisheries in 
perpetuity, but this was refused. 
Then the Americans suggested a 
limited form of reciprocity which 
was also unacceptable, because it 
was not wide enough, and finally 
it was agreed’ to refer the amount 
to be paid by the United States 
for a share in the fisheries to an 
international commission. 

That commission sat at Halifax 
in June, 1877, Sir A. T. Galt repre-

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ndividual Opportunities | 


Sole National Security 


By R. T. ELLIOT, K.C. 


Admitting unreservedly the danger us y 

sapplying general statements to outta! coatiotn & coat 
ibe confid-ntly stated as ascertained truth that individual 
opportunity is the sole national security. Nothing can take 
the place or do the work of individual opportunity in build- 
ing up a nation and keeping intact the homes and institu- 
tions of that nation. This sounds like a commonplace or a 


platitude; but it is a great working truth, beneficial when 
used—destructive when ignored. 


Realization by the masses of the people that individual 
opportunity had been abolished brought about the French 
revolution, the Russian revolution, the Spanish revolution, 
Hitlerism in Germany, and N R A in the United States. It 
is a realization which will bring revolution in any country. 


: This is why it is the path of true and constructive na- 
tional honor to put peopie first and money second; to take 
every effective measure to keep every individual employed 
and solvent as a first necessity; relegating to second place 
the institutions and methods of f inance, because these will 
take care of themselves in ample measure so long as there 
is general independence among the earning classes, and will 
treak down in the wreckage of panic whenever the general 
earning power becomes demoralized. 


The trouble is that none of our political leaders will 
| pay any attention to these rules until panic and destitution 
and fear of revolution actually come. The mental fare of 
Political icaders is too highly seasoned by flattery from in- 
terested tavor seekers to permit the holding on to a sane 
outlook. The leader thinks he can ignore all rules and 
safeguards so long as he pleases his hangers-on and busi- 
hess associates, and lets the currents of dissolution flow 
too far. There comes panic, distress, political unrest and 
the fear of revolution. 


As a first example, take the cases of the small banks 
in the United States when the panic was being created. 
Kirst, they were placed on thé favored customer list of the 
big eastern “affiliates” and permitted to buy allotments of 
the securities sponsored by these affiliates. Then they were 
permitted to borrow on selected securities out of their own 
portfolios to finance local products such as corn and cot- 
ton. When commodity prices melted, the little banks be- 
thought itemselves of their “affiliate” securities and found 
them frozen tight. The federal Reserve would not or could 
not help; and then came the bank examiners and closed the 
little banks by the thousand. 


Forced realizations and costs of winding up caused 
ruinous Icsses; and now when it has become evident that 
the back-iiring policies and maladministrations connected 
with smali bank wrecking have become understood by the 
public to an extent generating revolutionary fever, the 
federal government is devoting one billion dollars to re- 
opening small banks. All this loss, trouble, and commun- 
ity despair would have been averted by an official 


| announcement at the opening of the panic that the federal 


government would ask congress for authority to keep every 
bank solvent as regards depositors. Congress would not 
have hesitated; and several! billion dollars would have been 
saved and kept at work. 


As a second example, take Canada. With each tighten- 
ing of the circle of depression there has been a correspond- 
ing and proportionate contraction of currency and with- 
drawal of credit facilities. Resulting losses to the Canadian 
public have for a tong time past and still exceed six million 
Collars per day from unemployment alone. The emaciated 
skeletons of commerce and of production are real national 
dangers. Even yet there is no constructive official pro- 
gram towards recovery. The net result is a nation-wide 
withdrawal of individual opportunity. 


In the United States the president has secured from 
congress the National Recovery Act, under which every 
asset of the nation is being marshalled to get the citizens 
safely (though expensively) back on the firm base of indi- 
vidual opportunity upon which the nation was built. You 
can learn what this base of individual opportunity in all its 
criginal simplicity was by reading ‘Letters from an Ameri- 
can Farmer,” now most easily obtainable as number 640 
in Everyman’s Library (Dent & Sons, Ltd., and Dutton 
&Co.). These letters, and the introduction by Barton Blake 
contain things everyone should know about human value 
and individual opportunity. 


The world has greatly profited by the use made of indi- 
vidual opportunity on our present hits and miss system. 
It is a safe theory that the world would profit still more 
greatly by adoption of measures designed to give to and 
even force upon each individual that individual opportunity 
which primary education in books and handiwork would 
indicate as best. As an example of what one life can do 
with opportunity you should read Professor John Tyndall's 
introduction to Faraday’s Experimental Researches; easily 
obtainable as number 576 in Everyman's Library. “Michael 
Faraday was the greatest experimental philosopher the 
world has ever seen”’; ail the wonders of the electrical world 
and all the efficiencies of internal power are based on his 
experiments, 


Yet admittedly he only opened the door and let us into 
the entraace hall, Tho nearest orphanage, the nearest 
school to you, may contain the boy or girl who, given oppor- 
tunity, will carry the work of experimental science toward 
fuller knowledge. Under our present system we create 
about one billion world destitute to one useful scientist. 
The possibility of reversing this percentage is one of the 
greatest studies of life; and its answer can only come along 
the line of extension of individual opportunity.

generous coating of camphor ice, 
cold cream, nourishing cream or 
lanolin should be smoothered over 
the lips. This coating should be 


permitted to remain on over night. | 


And during the daytime, a greasy 
lipstick should be used. A dry lip- 
stick only tends to dry the lips 
more, and does not give them the 
necessary protection. So if you feel 
that you really must use a dry lip- 
stick, at least apply a basic coat- 
ing of coco butter or some other 
good lubricant under your lipstick, 
so that the skin will receive suffi- 
cient oil to keep it supple and 
smooth, 

I have found that a half and half 
mixture of glycerine and rosewater 
also comprises an excellent remedy 
for chapped lips. If the lips be- 
come chapped, a generous quantity 
of this lotion should be smoothed 
over them and permitted to remain 
on all night. And the next morn- 
ing, all the loose, chapped bits of 
skin can be easily removed simply 
by gently rubbing the lips with a 
soft cloth or bit of cleansing tissue 
The rosewater and glycerine lotion 
may also be used sparingly on the 
lips under one’s lipstick, to pre- 
vent chapping, and to help keep the 
lips smooth and alluring.

the Canadian Legion, addressed a 
mass meeting of ex-service men 
here last night. 

He stated clearly that there was 
no move on foot to organize a 
march on Ottawa but rather that 
there should be a nation-wide con- | 
vention for the purpose of outlining 
future policies of the organization 
in relation to pensions, service pref- | 
erences and unemployment. | 

The meeting was representative | 
not only of members of the Legion, | 
but other ex-service men's organi- 
zations and unaffiliated veterans. 


FINANCIAL HANDICAP ! 


General Ross pointed out that the 
Legion .was handicapped for want 
of money. “The rumor has gone 
abroad,” he said, “that we are broke 
I say our financial achievement is a 
remarkable one.” 

He contended that it was neces-! 
sary for the Legion to develop new| 
lines, to take care of those who 
need taking care of. He drew at- 
tention to the fact that in the Do- 
minion of Canada there are 130,000 
members in the Legion, and that if 
all were able to pay thir dues, 
there would be sufficient to finance 
the undertakings necessary.
